mand (or your labor. Ami, therefore, 
it is to the interest of etery business 
enterprise or improvement oi your own 
town. Those itinerant traveling ped- 
dlers are here to-tlay aud gone to-mor- 
row. And you have no reoourau on 
them, ior any mistakes or misrepresen- 
tations they have made, and they make 
them frequently. But 
any business 


transaction you have with the merchants 
dud mechanics of your owu town that is 
not just right you can correct, as their 
interests aud welfare are identical with 
yours. They pay the.ir abate and por- 
tion of taxes, and lire willing to assist 
and support every enterprise that is for 
the general welfare of tho commanity, 


Bud yon will iiud them at all times will- 
ing to extend any accommodation in 
their power to those that are entitled to 
receive the same, and be appreciated by 
them. There could yet be a great deal 
more said on this subject that might be 
of interest *ud advantage to all of our 
readers. And we hope that this article 
may induce every one that reads it to 
consider that it appeals directly to them, 
in such a way that they will look at this 
subject in its true light, and see the ben- 
efits that will be derived from their ef- 
forts in such a cause. 


NEW YOKK, Uarch 21.—The Tribune'a 


Washington special says: The Senate 
Committee on F.inance, has agreed to 
report favorably two nominations for 
Internal Itevenne Collectors in New 
York, two in Missouri, three in Ohio 
and one in Iowa. These were all oases 
in which the persons removed were 
willing that their successor* should be 
confirmed, as they did not care to re- 
sume office. This action was brought 
about by Senators Beck and Cockrell. 
Senator Morrill, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, said that it was willing to report 
such nominations whenever the Admin- 
istration would relievo the suspended 
ofjcers from an imputation against their 
characters, or if there were sufficient 
charges ag»in*t them to permit an- 
answer to be made in nnch case. 


Beck went to see tho President about 


the matter and he said he was ready to 
give such assurances iu cases where no 
charges were made, and he appeared 
aniions to Ulk with Morrill on the sub- 
j«ot. That was followed by a visit from 
Morrill who was asked to eall on Secre- 
tary Manning. This official gave satis- 
factory assurances-said to be in the 
form of a letter—that no charges which 
affected the character of suspended 
officials were on fila in the Departmeat. 
One of tbe caaes included by Secretary 
Manning is that of Samuel J. Tilden Jr., 
who was appointed in place Jaaie. S. 
Smart. The President thus acknowl- 
edges that Smart was removed for a 
political reason only. 


NEW YOEK, March 22.-The Tribune's 


Washington special of March 21st says: 
Senator Edmunds hopes to get a vote 
to-morrow on the resolutions reported 
by the Judiciary Committee on the 
question of suppressed papers, but it 
may be impossible to get through in 
time, owing to the speeches yet to be 
delivered. 
Colquitt of Georgia will 


speak nut, after which Ingalls and 
others expert to occupy the floor. There 
has been some talk about a defection 
from the Kepnblican ranks and the pos- 
| sible defeatof the resolutions. Mitchell, 
Van Wyok, Teller, Cameron and one or 
two others have been mentioned as op- 
posed to the resolutions. There ap- 
pears to be no sufficient foundation for 
these reports. 
As soon as these resolu- 


tions are out of the way the Senate will 
repidly clear the calendar of pending 
nominations.

There will be. ft few 
rejections, anil some other nominations 
will remain uuaoted upon, but the cum 
bel will not be largo. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—The vacancy 


in the Committee on Foreign Relations 
caused by the death of Senator Miller 
baa not yet been filled. It la of great 
importancs to the Pacific Coa»t .to have 
a«epresentative on that committee, and 
it is generally considered that one of the 
Senators from the .far West should be 
appointed; but Harrison, of Indiana, is 
anxious to get the place, and ia making 
some effort to be designated for it. Har- 
rison is at the head of tho Committe on 
Territories, but the Committee on For- 
eign Affairs is regarded, next to the 
Committee on Judiciary, as the roost 
important of all. Harrison's appoint- 
ment would not help the Pacific Const 
in the least. As it stands now, there is 
no one to champion the Chinese bills in 
either the House or the Senate com-

It has since been reported that 
Stanford had made up his mind to re- 
sign in the event that the next Legisla- 
ture is Republican. The Chronicle cor- 
respondent nsked Senator Stanford to- 
day whether ha contemplated resigning 
as boon as he was assu.ed that his suc- 
cessor would be a Republican. He re- 
plied that he did not caro to say any- 
thing on the subject. He said that he 
did not often correct misstateraeuts in 
the press about himself, but he would 
like to deny certain rumors that had got 
into print about him. "I am not a can- 
didate for th* Presidency," he said em- 
phatically, "and I wish yon would pub- 
lish in the Chronicle a denial of all the 
statements and rumors to that effect.

am not doing anything to promote my 
nomination, nor are any of my friends 
doing so with my consent and knowl- 
edge. I presume there is no man in the 
country who would refuse a nomination 
if it was offered to him, but I am not 
seeking or working for it." 


NEW YOKK, March 21.-The Washing 


ton correspondent of the Tribune says 
that Don M. Dickinson, the Michigan 
boss, failing to persuade the Judiciary 
Committee that Powers is fit to sit on 
the bench of the United States Supreme 
Court of Utah, ha* recently appealed to 
Judge Field to put in a good word for 
his prolege, and has Rone so far even as 
to seel; to influence Edmunds through a 
brother-in-law of the Senator who is 
living in Michigan. His attempts have 
all failed. There can be no do bt that 
the nomination of Jivlgo Powers will be 
rejected. The only question is whether 
he will be allowed to remain on the 
bench until the present term of the 
Court has expired, which will occur in 
May.

The Rhode Island State election oc- 


curs on the 7th day of April. At that

elected it will then go to the people to 
be voted upon.

To those who are not familiar with 


the climate and soil of Nevada this may 
seem like asking too much, yet the gilt 
would not be so generous as many might 
apprehend.

ment. Under the existing condition of 
nffairs millions upon millions of acres in 
Nevada are destined to remain unpro- 
ductive. Eastern people sucking gov- 
ernment lands on which to make homes 
for themselves and families have been 
passing through Navada every day for 
years. The iflc'i of paying SI 2» an 
acre for our sagebrush plains never oc- 
curs to them, when they can Ret lands 
as cheap where water is more abundant. 
If tbu State had control of the lands it 
oonld offer inducements to these people 
to remain and reclaim the deserts, which 
the General Govurmuont dots not, and 
while the General Government would 
lose nothing by the operation it would 
greatly benefit Nevada.
